Washington, April 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A provision of the 
Payne tariff bill that will cost 
the southern farmers at_ least 
$3,000,000 per annum if it is 
-permitted to’ stand, is the par- 
agraph imposing a duty on sul- 
phate of potash and muriate of 
potash, which are used in large 
quantities of the commercial fer- 
tilizer

cles which are necessary for his 
use in making his crops, these 
articles, which are absolutely 
essential in the manufacture of 
fertilizer, have been subjected 
to a tax amounting to a maxi- 
mum of 20 per cent ad valorem.

Lawyer for the Trust Says Miss 
Tarbell Is Entitled to Patent. 
Milburn Says Oil Trust Has ) 
Been Greatly Maligned. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 7.—‘“Miss Ida 
Tarbell is entitled to a patent on the | 
alleged Standard Oil conspiracy of 
1679," declared Lawyer John G. Mil- 
burn, the Standard Oil Company's 
chief counsel, today during his argu- 
ment before the four robed judges of 
the United States circuit court of this 
district, sitting in the government's 
case to dissolve the big oil corporation 
as a violator of the Sherman act, 
“and,” he added, turning toward Fed- 
éral Attorney Frank B. Kellogg, “the 
government he is trying to deprive her 
of it.” é 

Like Human Body. 

Mr. Milburn also, as a simile, com- 
‘pared the Standard to the human body, 
with its many ramifications corre- 
sponding to the blood,»and: its pipe 
lines to the veins and arteries. 

“To dismantie this corporation would 
be to strike it dead. It is like the or- 
ganism of the human frame. Every 
part is so related to the other that to 
separate them would be to dismember 
and destroy it,” he said. 

Instead of being a menace to the in- 
dependent refiners, Mr. Milburn de- 
clared the Standard had always led 
the way and blazed the trail in the oil 
world, and that the independents had 
but to follow as they had always done. 
The Standard lawyer also insisted that 
under the constitution‘a man had a 
right to sell anything he possessed if 
he but had a man willing to buy and 
pay his price. 

Greatly Maligned. 

It is Mr. Milburn’s contention that 
the defendant has been a greatly 
maligned corporation, and charged 
with all manner of criminal evil, 
where, as a matter of fact, it has been 
the nation’s greatest develeper of not 
only local, but foreign commerce. 

Mr. Milburn told of the care with 
which the firm of Rockefeller & Co., 
even in its earliest days, studied the 
economies of the oil business, estab- 
lishing warehouses and lighterage 
facilities in New York, that they 
might be indepehdent of local condi- 
tions. 

Mr. Milbury, discussing ‘next the al- 
leged coercion of refiners by” the 
Standard in -purchasing properties, 
denied that a single witness in the 
case had even hinted of such coercion 
on the stand. e acknowledged . the 
company’s acquiring prior to the first 
agreement, telling of the particular 
portion of the oil field which each oc- 
cupied, and the reason for its pur- 
chase. ,

ROADS ABANDON 
RATE. INCREASE 


Old Classification. Rule 
Will. Be Restored. 


Atlanta Shippers Receive No- 
tice That All Lines Entering 
Atlanta Will Return fo Old 
Rule for Present—Meeting 
in the Summer. 


Practically every shipper in Atlanta 
received notice yesterday morning that 
all the railroads entering Atianta would, 
48 600n as possible, restore the old cles- 
sification rule relating to the minimum 
shipment rat®. This means that the rate 
increase on ajl smal! interstate ship- 
ments of freight not in first class, which 
went into effect on March 20, will be 


rescinded as soon as the roads get the|. 
authority for the change from. the inter-‘ 


state commerce commission. 

It is understood that all. the Mnes in 
the southeast have taken similer ’ 
and that the great increase i 3's 
which was brought about by this change 
is off for the present at least. Small 
merchamts throughout the southeast and 
every shipper who deals with thém. 
were hit hard by the increase, and as 
soon as it was put ¢mto effect such «a 
protest was meade that the roads imme- 
diately trimmed their satis. 

However, it is not definitely settled 
that the rate increase through the clas- 
sification change is a dead ‘letter, for it 
ie atmounced ‘that at a meeting to be 
held by the traffic officials of the in- 
terested lines some time during the sum- 
mer, the;matter will be again opened.

Reeiprocal Demurrage (Claims.. 

The request of the railroad commission 
upon Governor Smith to. bring suit ' 
against these railroad companies grows 
out of their refusal to settle certain 
claims for reciprocal denrurrage in ac- 
cordance with the rules jetd down * tne 
com mission. 

Thevye are .hundreds of these etonne 
pending before the commission, but on 
two or three of them have been 
for presentation to the governor as the 
besisa of litigation. 

One of these, for example, fie a claim 
of the W. E. Dumni Lamnber Company, 
of Atlanta, againat the Central of Geor- 
gia* Railway Company for demurrage 
amounting to $16. It was placed with 
the commission in January, |908. 

Another claim, which ie just about as 
old, is that of the Empire Coal Company, 
of Macon, for demurrage amounting to 
$21. 

Interstate or Intrastate. 

Under a rule adopted by the raiiroad 
commission when an interstate ehipment 
arrives at the city or town of destina- 
tion, is accepted by the consignee and 
the freight paid for, it then ceases to 
be an interstate movement and becomes 
subject to the juriadiction and contro! 
of the commission. 

After such accep ‘ance and payment of 
freight the consignee may request that 
the car be placed on a certain siding or 
ewitched to a point of convenient access 
for unloading. The railroad commis- 
sion holds that the railroad company 
must perform this service promptly, in 
default of which it nmrust pay the con- 
signee $i a day demurrage, just as the. 
railroad requires the consignee to pay 
demurrage when he fails promptly to 
unload the car. This is called recipro- 
cal demurrage. 

The railroads on thé other hand cone 
tend that this is still an interstate 
movement, over which the rablroad com- 
mission has no jurisdiction. |

Storm Swéeps Through 
Five States. 


Six Killed in Mississippi and 
Arkansas, and One in Ker- 
tucky—Many Are Thrown 
Out of Work in Indiana 
and Qhio. | 


Memphis, Tenn., April 7.—Six persons 
ere known to have been killed by the 
storm which swept over northern Mis- 
sissippi early last night, and probably 
fifteen were injured. The tornado, 
which covered a wide area, wrought 
much damage to outhouses and crops. 

At Aberdeen, Miss., W. C. McMillan, 
cashier of the Bank of Aberdeen, ang 
his son, T. T. McMillan, were instant- 
ly killed in the wreckage of the Illinois 
Central station, and two negroes also 
met death. The tornado swept that city 
from the southwest and completely 
demolished the depot and several small 


houses. 

‘At West Point, Miss., much damag 
was suffered in the southern part 0 
the town. Several negroes were injured 
by flying debris, and & report from the 
Térrell plantation, east of there, states 
that-two or more negroes weTe killed. 

At Rich, Miss., a terrific rain, hail and 
wind storm prevailed. Small houses 
were lifted from their foundations, and 
the hail beat down the growing crops. 

At Cotton Plant, Ark, a negro Presby- 
terian church was demolished and oth- 

er buildings were damaged. 

Reports from western Tennessee 
state that the storm wrecked many 
small buildings. At Buntyn, @ large 
schoolhouse was badly shaken, causing 
a panic among the 300 studen The 
home of the janitor, which stoo in the 
rear, was demolished, 

At Starkville, Miss., four negroes 
were killed and a number were in- 
jured. There was considerable damage 
to property near this point, a number 
of residences being blown down and 
barns and outhouses destroyed. 

Score Injured. 

Wabash, Ind., April 7.—The only cy- 
clone Wabash has known in twenty- 
five years hit here last night, injuring 
a score of people and doing thousands 
of dollars werth of damage. The storm 
struck the city at 8 o’clock, passing 
through the = northeastern section of 
town. A dozen houses were demolished. 

Mrs. James Hayes and four children 
were pinned down beneath the wreck- 
age of their home, which caught fire. 
The mother was badly burned before 
being rescued, and will die. 

The children were seriously hurt. 
William Shepherd, wife and two chil- 
dren were caught beneath falling rains 
and held until neighbors extricated 
them. Telephone’ cables and electric 
light wires went down, and the city 
was in darkness throughout the night. 
The entire second story of the dwell- 
ing occupied by Will Hayes was car- 
ried away, leaving the family in their 
beds exposed to a drenching rain. The 
wind was followed by a_ cioudburst, 
and the river jrose,*flooding surround- 
ing lowlands. Many bridges are wash- 
ed away. The streets of the town are 
impassable this morning, owing to 
shade trees being down. 

Hundreds Out of Work. 

Toledo, Ohio, April 7.—Hundreds of 
men out of work, thousands of dol- 
lars’ damage and many persons slight- 
ly injured are the results of a hur- 
ricane that visited’ Toledo and vicinity 
today. 

The wind attained a velocity of 69 
miles an hour in this city. The roof 
of the plant of the Massillon Bridge 
Company, !80 by 400 feet, was ripped 
off and carried into a field, and 300 
employees will be thrown out of em- 
ployment until the damage can be re- 
paired. 

Pedestrians were injured by falling 
signe, parts of roofs, chimneys and 
limbs of trees. Many persons were 
blown over by the wind. In small 
towns near Toledo considerable dam- 
age was done. Many houses were 
struck by lightning and the occu- 
pants stunned, but there are no re- 
ports of fatalities.

In an elaborate decision, the chair 
sustained the point of order, saying that 
the Vreeland amendment was in line with 
the rule. The Norris amendment, in 
consequence was barred. 

Cannon Overruled, 

From the decision, Mr. Clark, of Mis- 
souri, appealed with the result that on 
division the ruling was reversed |i62 to 
i74. Many republicans, moetly from 
Wisconsin and Kansas, voted with the 
democrats. 

Mr. Dalzell. at once demanded tellers, 
and the vote again was against him. 
136 to 166. ‘This result Goedly rendered 
negative the chair’s decision, and opened 
up the whole petroleum schedule for 
any number of amendments, 

Great applause greeted the announce- 
ment of the vote. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, of Néw York, in .a 


spirited speech took occasion to denv. 
the tharge that he said had been re- 
peatedly made, that his official actions 
were controlled by the Standard Oii Com- 
pany. He opposed the Norris amend- 
ment because he believed it would seri- 
ously cripple the abilities of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. He then shouted; 

“! filing back into the dirty mouths 
of these calumniators, the vile insinua- 
tions that have been directed at me 
through the dirty, improper and discred- 
itable prints of the country, by men who

Attack on Standard Ot). 

A bitter attack against the Standard 
Oil Company was made by Mr. Coop- 
er of Wisconsin. in favoring the 
Norris amendment. Seeing the 
wave of similar sentiment, Speak- 
ér Cannon warned the members 
of the dangers ahead. He made a 
plea for the American products of oil. 
The amendment, he declared, was de- 
signed to punish the wicked Standard 
Oil Company. “Gentlemen,” he said, 
“is it not well enough to see when you 
seek to punish somebody that. you 
claim ig bad, that you do not, like Sam- 
son, pull down the pillars and have the 
temple fall upon you?’ 

The adoption of the Norris amend- 
ment, he said, would let in practically 
free refined oil from Mexico, “and still 
the gentleman from Wisconsin and 
others flap their wings and crow and 
crucify the people, while they dema- 
gogue in denouncing this wicked 
Standard Oil.” 

The house adopted the amendment by 
Mr. Norris, placing a duty of | per cent 
ad valorem on crude metroleum and its 
products, and that by Mr. Vreeland. 

Another committee amendment adopt- 
ed was on increasing the duty of ba- 
trytes from 75c a ton, as provided in 
the Payne bill, to $1.07 a ton. 

The bill was then laid aside, and the 
house at 5:03 p. m. adjourned.

sible that the teacher may, live in some 
other part of the county, and had the 
letter mailed here to prevent the pos- 
sibility of identification.

Blount, a prosperous merchant 
on the charge of murdering ‘‘Buz”’ Bree- 
land, Mrs. Breeland and the latter's 
daughter. Mrs. Joe Everette, and was 
tried first on the separate indictment 
of “Buz’’ Breeland’s killing. Garfield 
and Ben Kinchen, two brothers, who are 
well-known citizens of this parish, were 
also in@icteq for complicity in the as- 
sassination of the Breeland family. Ben 
Kinchen is- now in jail here awaiting 


trial, but the other brother has escaped, 


capture. 

The killing of the Breelands and Mrs. 
Everette was one of the most horrible 
crimes ever committed in the state. The 
‘tragedy occurred on the night of. Janu- 
ary 22, near Tickfaw, several miles 
south of Amite City. Breeland and his 
wife were bringing their daughter, Mrs. 
Everette, from her former home in ‘Liv- 
ingston parish, to live with them near 
Mrs. E’vverette’s husband had 
been killed by Ben Kinchen a few days 
before. 

Winchen’s plea of sélf-defense was 
vpheld by the grand jury. 

“ As the party reached the scene of 
the killing, Breeland was shot from 
ambush. He was on foot, and led a 
cow, while the two women were riding 
in a buggy just behind. Breeland fell, 
mortally wounded, and feigned death 
while .the second chapter of the 
tragedy was enacted. Acording to his 
dying statement, Avery Blount, ac- 
companied by some other person, 
walk out into the road after the first 
shot had been fired and leveled guns 
on Mrs. Breeland and her daughter. 
The latter held her young baby in her 
arms. The elder woman was first shot 
and killed. Mrs. Everette, in the mean- 
time, was beseeching the assassins to 
spare her baby’s life, even if they 
were determined to kill hera Her sup- 
plications finally resulted in the child's 
being taken from her arms and laid 
by the roadside. The mother was then 
shot to death. 

Militia Called. Out. 

Amite City, La., Aprili7.—It was ru- 
mored tonight that an attempt might. be 
made by Blount’s friends to rescue him 
and as a precautionary measure the full 
company of mili@a here was ordered to 
guard the jail. A number of deputy 
sheriffs are also on guard. Ata 
hour, however, there had. been no dem- 
wnstration of any kind and the town is 
quiet. A part of the local military com- 
pany has been on duty since the trial 
began.

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STATE NEEDS TO SAVE PRICE OF FARM. 


Evidence continues to accumulate, both from the standpoint of reason ! 


and public sentiment, that the prison commission made the right disposition 
of the white convicts when it placed them temporarily upon the public 
roads. 

Undoubted commendation of this course has come from many sections of 
the state, and the occasion for making the experiment seems to be viewed 
generally as a fortunate opportunity rather than a cause of regret. 

if the plan of working the able-bodied white conVicts on the roads in 
the larger counties where they can easily be maintaingd apart from the ne- 
groes proves Satisfactcry in results, there can be no good reason why the 
state should spend $80,000 to $100,000 for a farm upon which to keep them. 

The actual cost would considerably exceed these figures, for extensive 
farm equipment, as well as the first year’s maintenance, would have to be 
provided from the public treasury. The initial expense, therefore, before 
the institution became self-supporting, would approximate $150,000. 

On the other hand, should circumstances develop any good and substan- 
tial reason why the farm plan should be carried out, the farm could be se- 
cured in one, two cr three years as easily and advantageously as at this 
time. 

It is true, all the white convicts are not physically capable of doing 
road work. But the state already has a penitentiary “clearing house” in its 
Baldwin county farm, where these can be taken care of, separate from the 
negro race, just as readily as are the white women convicts, who are also 
sent there. The additional expense would be, if anything, a mere baga- 
telle as compared with that of a costly farm purchase. 

Georgia has plenty of uses to which that $150,000 can well be put. Re- 
ports from state officials indicate that something must be done to provide 
for meeting the increased public school appropriation for 1909. 

Treasury prospects, in the face of appropriations for the current year, 
are anything but encouraging, and tax revision and new sources of income 
are subjects which must demand early legislative consideration. 

It cannot be asserted, in advance of fair trial, that the policy of work- 
ing the able-bodied white convicts on the public roads, under the safeguards 
which the law and prison regulations throw about them, is wrong or faulty 
in principle.

While there is no connection between these two cases and little, if any, 
Similarity, the two decisions: are similar in significance, being indicative of 
an evident purpose on the part of United States courts, at least in their ulti- 
mate organization, to abstain from too hasty interference with the adminis- 
tration of state laws. 

In the Alabama case the court of appeals holds, very properly, 
state courts should be first appealed to in testing state laws, the laws: in 
question being those ordering reduction in freight and passenger rates. 

This doctrine has recently been laid down by the United States supreme 
court in ‘anothér case of similar tenor, since the action of Judge Jones in 


‘suspending by injunction the operation of the Alabama rate laws, and the 


lower courts have, in several instances, fallen into accord with it. 

in the South Carolina dispensary case it was a plain question of the right 
of dn individual to sue a state for an alleged debt, a right which, except 
with the state's consent, is specifically denied by the constitution of the 
United States. 


Both or these decisions will-be generally commended ang will strengthen |; 


the feeling on the part of state governments and the public, that they may 
look to the courts of the United States for justice and fair treatment when 
occasion may arise for litigation therein. . 

Unnecessary and improper assumption of jurisdiction is what seems most 
These decisions 
will tend to relieve the public mind in that direction. 

State Inws should receive first interpretation, at least, at the hands of 
state courts.

Interstate Liquor Shipments. 

Editor: Constitution: The question of 
the shipment of whiskies into dry states 
is being agitated. it is a question 
which should have the most profound 
and impartial thought from all law-m@k- 
ing assemblies. 

The law of eminent domain gives the 
right to the government of the states 
to take any property of citizens neces- 
sary for the building of railroads at a 
fair valuation. . No citizen can prevent 
this, even if it requires the tearing down 
of his residence and removing it to 
another place. 

This arbitrary demand upon all citi- 
zens by the government to yield to their 
property for the building of railroads 
gives the citizen the moral right equally 
and as imperatively to demand of the 
railroads to transport for him any goods 
he desires for the, benefit of his family, 
in spite of anything the railroad, the 
state or the nafion can do. Wihgt is 
morally right should be made legally 
right. 

No state or the United States have 
a moral right to say to railroads you 
shall not transport whiskies to any cit- 
dzen, whether he lives in a dry or wet 
state. 

Because of eminent domain, the citt- 
zen has the inalienable right to have 
anything within reason shipped, if he 
pay the freight. 

I have always voted to prohibit the 
making or selling of whisky. in my own 
county, but, in my opinion, for the state 
or nation to decree that the head of a 
family has no right to require railroads 
to ship him what he wants for the ben-

BIG IMPROVEMENT 


“ON MADISON AVE; 


Southern Depot and New 
Pavement All Needed, 
Says Schlesinger. 


“There is no room for improvement 
on Madison avenue,’ said Harry L. 
Schlesinger yesterday, ‘‘since we have 
Secured our wood paving and the South- 
ern railway has decided to erect an eight- 
story Office building and freight ware- 
houses south of the Terminal station. 

“These improvements will fill the only 
gap, and Madison avenue will be fronted 
Sy property as well improved as any 
in the city. More substantial buildings 
have been erected since the fire, and with 
good paving this street will make an 
excelient business dietrict.’’ 

Good paving was the chief improvement. 
Madison avenue property owners desired. 
Their buildings are all that they can 
bé,. but it is a fact that the pavement 
has been in bad shape, especially since 
the fire. The Belgian block paving has 
sunk in maiy places, causing what 
would be called mud holes in a country 
road, and making traffic very displeas- 
ing. But with the new block paving. 
the street will be in great shape. 

Harry Schlesinger fought for this pav- 
ing singlehanded and won out Monday 
afternoon when council passed up the 
' @ity’s one-third of the expense of laying 
it. The property owners pay the other 
two-thirds, and but slight trouble was 
experienced in getting all of them to 
agree to pay their share of the cost. 

Said Mr. Schlesinger yesterday: 

“The only trouble we had was with the 
Southern railway people who held back 
for some time on the proposition. How- 
ever, they had a pretty good excuse. 
They thought with the éreéection of their 
new buildings on Madison avenue this 
new paving wouki be torn up and that 
they would have to stand the expense of 
repairing it. But when I assured them 
that the city would make all repairs 
necessary they came across, and now 
Madison’ avetue will be paved as it 
should be, considering the amount of 
busifiess that is conducted along the 
thoroughfare. 
 “T had been fighting for this thing 
a long time, and I tell you that I cer- 
tainly felt elated over accomplishing my

Asked That Rates on Speciai 
Iron Be Made the Same in 
Both Directions—-Manvrfac- 
turers May Protest—Coffec 
Rate Also Up. 


Two port rate applications will come 
up before the failroad commission at 
10 o’clock this morning for hearing, 
and the indications afe that all ‘parties 
at interest will be well represented in 
the commission’s audience chamber. 

One of the applications ig that of 
the Beck & Gregg Hardware Co., of 
Atlanta, which has a warehouse in Sa- 
vannah. for a reduction from 23 to 13 
cents in the rate on special iron prod- 
ucts from Savannah and Brunswick to 
Atlanta, which is the same ag the rate 
in the opposite direction. 

The petitioners aver that the rail- 
roads should be able to haul these 
products just as cheaply in one direc- 
considering that 
the distance is the same, and that the 
higher rate from the port is a, dis- 
crimination which operates against 
their business. 

The railroads say the lower rates 
toward the ports were made to encour- 
age and protect the manufacturing in- 
terestg in this section, which have to 
enter into competition against the 
rates from Pittsburg, and points out 
that if the rates from the ports to in- 
terior points are lowered, it will be 
a concession which will operate to the 
advantage of the manufacturefs in the 
Pittsburg territory. It is reported that, 
on this ground, manufacturers in this 
section will oppose rneduction ef the 
rates from the ports. 

The Coffee Ratén. 

The other petition before the commis-
